vide of life were those who met death 
suddenly aud from awful accidents. 


JONH THOMAS Md'tuxE of Littles- 


town, a fiagmau on the Pennsylvania 
.Railroad met with a horrible accident 
at Hanover. He was with his crew in 
the railroad yards of that town helping 
at the shifting of a train, on Tuesday 
Looming of last week. In a«ceudiug 
to the top of a moving car which was 
being shifted toward the freight house 
he missed bis bold on tbe 
ladder 


attached to the car and fell to the 
track, tbe wheels of the car passed 
over his right leg completely severing 
it and the left leg was so badly mang- 
led tbat amputation was necessary. 
Dr. H. Allemau of Hanover stopped 
tbe flow of blood and the injured man 
was rushed to the York Hospital ou a 
special train. There the left leg was 
at once amputated but tbe loss of blood 
proved too great and McCIune died at 
4.20 in the afternoon. The body was 
prepared for burial aud sent to'his 
home at Littlestown. Tbe funeral was 
held on Friday last, Rev. J. W. Long 
of the M. E. church conducting tbe 
(services and interment made at Perry- 
ville.

Brigadier General Wendall P. Bow- 


niau of Philadelphia, commander of 
the First Brigade of the National 
Guaid was on last Thursday appoint- 
ed major general, commanding the di- 
t!«ion, and Colonel Charles M. Clem- 
ifot, of Sunbury, commanding the 12th 
regiment, was promoted to a brigadier 
geiu-ialcy. It is understood that Gen. 
Clement will be appointed to command 
the new separate brigade composed of 
the 4th, Gth and 8th regiments. 


The appointments were made by 


Goveinor Edwin S. Stuart, command- 


of the division, as of March ^9, and 


^'ere announced at noon last Thurs- 
day in general orders issued by Adju- 
ant (ieiieral Thomas J. Stewart. Gen- 
ual Stewart said in announcing the 
.ppointnieuts that General Bowman is 


only one of the present general 


officei s of the National Guard who has 
seen service in the Civil War. 


The appointment of General Bow- 


man iills a vacancy which has ex- 
isied iu the major generalcy since the 
retirement of Major General John A. 
Wilev, of Franklin, who retired on age 
last August after long service. Since 
that time Brigadier General C. Bow 
Dougherty, of Wilkes-Barre, command 
ing the Third Brigade, has teen acting 
as major general commanding. 


General Bowman's appointment is 


undei stood to have been strongly urg- 
ed upon the governor by friends of 
the general, who pointed to his long 
service as an officer in the guard and 
to the fact that the commanders of 
the National Guard from Hartranftto 
Wiley were veterans of the Civil War. 


General Bowman served in the 44th 


and ]f)7th Penna. Volunteers and In an 
Iowa regiment during the Civil War 
and commanded the 1st regiment for a 
short time after its muster into service 
in the Spanish-American War. His 
service in the National Gtiard began 
in 1877, when he was commassjomed a 
lieutenant in Co. C. 20th Infantry. In 
J878 he was commissioned captain of 
Company H, of the 1st, major in 1879, 
lieutenant colonel in 1885, colonel in 
1887 and brigadier general August 28, 
1907.

Examples of the Law's Delays. 
The Iroquois Theater lire iu Chi- 


cago, December 30, 190.5, as many will 
remember, resulted m the loss of near- 
ly six hundred lives. The proprietor 
of the theatre was indicted two months 
after the fire. The indictment was 
cousidered by the judge for three 
months, then quashed. A year passed, 
and in March, 1905, a new indictment 
was drawn. The judge considered it 
for seven months. Finally, iu March, 
1907, over three years after the fire, 
the case came to trial. The accused 
was acquitted. "Not because the de- 
fendant might uot be morally guilty," 
as the judge expressed it; "but he was 
not legally guilty, because the indict- 
•tiie&ihad been framed on building or* 
dinancee, &•«! the ordinances were de- 
•ftectivr'—Bot the indictment itself 
this time, it maybe noted. 


Delay iu impaneling the jury, which 


is becoming more and more in order, 
is instanced by two recent Chicago 
cases. In the lirst, known as the Gil- 
hooley case, nine and a half weeks 
were consumed, and 4,1-50 talesmen 
•were examined, at a cost to the State 
of about §20,000. 


The second, known as the Shea case, 


required thirteen weeks for the calling 
of 10,000 meu aud examining 4,716 
talesmen, aud this at a cost of £60.000. 
After this well chosen jury was select- 
ed, at such lavish expenditure, there 
was a second trial, aud the selection 
of the jury was modestly confined to 
twelve days.—Charles B. Brewer iu

The Value of the Washington Cor- 


respondent's Work. 


In "The World To-Day" for April 


Frank iS. Howe describes the scope of 
the duties of the daily press corres- 
pondent iu Washiugtou, D. C. : 


To keep the public iulormed of mat- 


ter* of national interest is oue of the 
chief duties of the Washington corre- 
spondent. He cau not do it by mere 
intuition. He must thoroughly know 
the men concerned, and be able to 
judge of their probable course. If a 
senator representing a state which 
would be disastrously affected by a 
measure, aud iu which there is no 
sentiment iu favor of such 
a law, 


nevertheless votes for it the press as- 
sociation merely records the fact as to 
how he voted. But the special corres- 
pondent must be able to rind out why 
he voted in that way. If the senator 
is secretly trading his vote for some 
purpose or other, he must be exposed 
aud his constituents made aware of 
his betrayal of their trust. The first 
man to whom tbe corresponded goes 
for information iu such a case is the 
senator himself. If he is acting from 
worthy motives he will not hesitate 
to give his reasons for his vote ; but if 
he is influenced 
by considerations 


that will not bear the spot-light of 
publicity, he will assume what he re- 
gards as a dignified air aud refuse to 
talk. Then tne correspondent seeks 
information from the senator's associ- 
ates aud from all sources. Cases of 
this kind are by no means infrequent. 
The wholesome influence which the 
press exerts in this way is beyond esti- 
mate.

SQUARE HOLE EASILY BORED 


Simple Explanation Disproves General 


Idea That Achievement Is an 


Impossibility. 


It would seem, on first thought, an 


Impossibility to "bore a square hole. 
In reality -nothing is simpler. 
The 


basis of the operation Is the fact that 
as a circle rolls on a straight line, the 
center describes a parallel straight 
line. 
For instance, the hub of a car- 


riage wheel moves along at a 
con- 


stant distance from the ground. Hence 
if we cause a cutter situated at the 
center of a cylindrical shank to roll 
on a straight guide the cutter 
-will 


trace out a straight line. 
It' the guide 


be broken into tour sides of a square 
the shank will roil on these four sides, 
one after the other, and the cutter will 
ream out an equal square. 


At the same time the motion of the 


tool is a rotary one, very similar to 
boring a round hole. 
The 'only trou- 


ble is that as the shank changes from 
one side of the square guide to the ad- 
jacent one there is a slight irregular- 
ity in the motion, so that the corners 
of the square hole are not sharp, but 
slightly rounded. 
This rounding may 


be reduced to a minimum and it Is 
not a serious objection in any case.
